at noon, Ali night they wrestled 
over the case. At 7:16 a. m. break- 
fast was served, but the jury report- 
ed there was no prospect of reaching 
an agreement. The jury then stood 
8 to 4 for acquittal. 


Mrs. George remained some time 


in the court room recetving congrat- 
ulations. She then went with rela- 
tives to the hotel for dinner. It is 
said the first ballot of the iury yes- 
terday was four lor murder in the 
flrst|degree;and eight for acquittal. 
The ballot at midnight was four for 
manslaughter and eight for acquittal. 
It was not till 10:22 a. m. that the 
vote for acquittal was reached. Mrs. 
George will go to visit her mother at 
Hanoverton.

Shoe Worker Was Taken Sick at the

This morning he was a caller at 


the mayor's office, and while there 
ha was taken very ill. Turnkey 
Kohot assisted him' tr> the private 
ward in the rear of tbe mayor's 
office and the marshal called on Dr. 
Halderman, the city physician, who 
decided that Sullivan was threat- 
ened with typhoid fever and recom- 
mended his removal to the hospital. 
Tnis waa accordingly done. Sulli- 
van said that while en route to the 
city last Tuesday, while about to 
take a drink he'was thrown violently 
against the sides of the car and com- 
plained this morning that his sides 
gave him much pain. 


Transportation was offered Sulli- 


van to his home in Cincinnati by T, 
A. Simpson, City Infirmary Direc- 
tor, but he refused it, saying he just 
left Cincinnati a Jew days ago on the 
hunt for work. He had a wife and 
seven children there and he would 
not return under tbe circumstances. 
Mr. Simpson then had him sent to 
the hospital'tor treatment.
